Hard Winter On Wheat 


Wet Weather Damages 
Much Corn In Crib 


Columbus, April 6.—Prospects foi 


a bumper fiuu crop this year are ex- 
cellent, accotding to a bulletin issued 
today by the state board of agricul 
ture The prospect is 96 percent, com 
pared to the average yield. The only 
buds damaged were peach buds, and 
those only slightly. 


Wheat It Bad. 


The condition of winter wheat is 


bad because of the lack of DHOW protec 
tion afforded, tho condition being only 
fiii percent compared to an average, 
whereas a year ago the condition was 
8* percent normal. 
The farmets are 


ftill holding 22 percent of the fall 
output, whereas a year ago only 12 
percent was retained. It Is expected 
hundreds of acies of winter wheat 
will be ploughed up and other crops 
'.own. 


Corn Damaged. 


The wet winter has damaged the 


corn in crib, the condition being 86 
percent compared 
to an 
average, 


while a year ago it was 96 percent 
Winter barley is 79 percent compared 
to an average, and rye 76 percent 


The board reports that oats are 


late in being sown and fears that this 
will mean a light crop. It says oats 
sown in late March produce a heavier 
yield. 


American Attaches Report That 


Piece Of Metal Found On Chan- 
nel Steamer Was Part Of Ger- 
man Torpedo — Envoy Nay Be 
Sent Back To Germany. 


Washington, April 6.—A long con- 


ference, believed loaded with signi- 
ficance as to this nation's future deal- 
ing with Germany, was held this after- 
noon by Piosident Wilson and Secre- 
tary Lansing. 


The subject of their discussion was 


not made known when the secretary 
went to the White House at 2 p. m. 
But the engagement was sought by 
him shortly after it became known 
at the state department that the Unit- 
ed States naval and military attaches 
in France had reported their belief 
that a German torpedo wrecked the 
channel packet Sussex.

part* of the world may come without 
hesitation, without fear of tariff com- 
plications or delays in duty adjust- 
ment, in a country with free trade— 
such an England—no exceptions are 
necessary. But in countries with a 
protective tariff—such as Germany- 
free ports have proved a boon to 
commerce. 


The :best example is offered by the 


tree port of Hamburg. When this an- 
cient "free" city entered the German 
empire in 1*71. it retained its righto 
as ,a free port. The greater part of 
the port was designated as outside 
ta» imperial customs union. 
Large 


batins, with quays jutting Into 
the 


Elbe, were constructed. 
Enormous 


warehouses were built, and in the bay 
proper numerous mooring posts were 
set for the convenience of ships trans- 
ferring .cargoes In midstream. 


The free port is regarded as strict 


ly foreign territory. -Goods are stored 
in the warehouse* for re-eaport or for 
ultimate shipment into Germany, 
they are re-exported the dealers have 
BO duty to pay or red tape to unwind 
If they are shipped into Germany 
then. »nd then only, do the customs 
officers interfere. The free port of 
Hamburg owe* its prosperity to its 
freedom. It is an international clear- 
teg house for merchandise. It is not 
hampered. Ships come and go as 
they like. Germany, protective as 
is In its tariff system, owes more than 
it perhaps willingly acknowledges to 
the1 freedom of Hamburg. 


What is proposed in this country is 


BOtnelhiiiK similar. We have not free 
trade, and are not likely to have it_ 
Laeking free trade, the 'next mos 
powerful Impetus to commerce, ship 
ping interests say. is freedom in the 
harbor.

York, Biostoti and either Baltimore or 
Philadelphia be made free after «he 
plan of Hamburg and that New Or 
leans or Galveston be so regarded on 
the gulf.

have been highly successful. The Idea 
appeals to business, and is another ar 
argument, by the way. in opposition 
to tbe ship purchase plan of the ad 
ministration.
